Washington. Fob. 15. 
In tho senate 
com m ittee on interstate commerce the 
line between the faction which advo­ 
cates the passage of the house bill and 
the faction contending for the court re­ 
view feature has been drawn so taut 
that all thought 
of compromise has 
been abandoned. 
All conferences dur­ 
ing the 
day were between 
senators 
thoroughly harmonized for one posi­ 
tion or the other and have been for the 
purpose of lining up for a passage a t 
arms. 
Nearly IOO a m en d m en ts to the 
house bill are pending before the com ­ 
mittee and nearly a score of these bear 
on the judicial review of orders made 
bv the interstate commerce c o m m is­ 
sion. 
If many of these am en d m en ts 
are contended for with stubbornness a 
vote on the bill itself may be delayed 
for several days despite 
the agree­ 
ment in committee that a vote shall be 
tak en Friday. 
It is not improbable 
t h a t both factions m ay he willing to 
tran sfer the contest to the floor of the 
senate and that no roll call will he 
had in tho committee. 
If outward appearances may bo be­ 
lieved. in the face of the manipulations 
to corner votes, the Hepburn bill can 
not be taken from the committee by a 
majority vote. 
This Is not conceded 
by Senators 
Polliver and 
Clapp, al­ 
though they admitted during the day 
that they have not a majority of the 
committee 
votes 
corralled for 
the 
house bill in ifs present form. 
T hey 
asserted, however, that they will not 
accept an amendment of any ch aracter 
specifically providing for judicial re ­ 
view of the orders of the commission, 
and that they will bring out a minor- 
itv report if a majority of the comm it­ 
tee cannot be secured. 


Confident of Amending the Bill. 


On ti)*’ other hand Senators Aldrich. 
Foraker, Fib ins, Koan and Crane, the 
leaders of flu* faction demanding less 
radical legislation, 
insist that 
they 
have enough votes in the com m ittee to 
amend the bill. 
They say, neverthe­ 
less, that they do not purpose to sub­ 
stitute any m easure for the house bill, 
nor to 
adopt an a m endm ent 
which 
would delay an order of the commis­ 
sion in becoming effective. 
Under the Hepburn 
bill It is pro­ 
vided that an order of the commission 
shall go into effect within thirty days. 
They say that while it is not contem ­ 
plated 
that a law 
shall lie 
passed 
which shall take away 
the right of 
common carriers to apply for an in 
junction on the ground that the rate 
fixed is confiscatory, 
the thirty-day 
provision will have the effect of forc­ 
ing injunctions, as this limited time 
will not permit of a review that would 
determine whether the order Is con­ 
fiscatory. 
These senators are contending for 
an 
am endm ent 
that would 
correct 
what they term an injustice, but insist 
that they tiro not holding out for any 
particular phraseology. 
Having ascertained that an a m e n d ­ 
ment to tim* purpose, no m a tte r how 
worded, will not he accepted by sup­ 
port ors of the Hepburn 
hill, it was 
agreed 
during 
the 
day 
that 
con­ 
ferences between the two factions are 
r waste of time. 
Friends of the house hill say they 
are ready for a ro te on the bill itself, 
hut it cannot be said just how great 
is their strength.
